“The first and ‘most immediate ob- 
ject’ my ‘visit was achieved. | The 
peace of ‘Europe was “saved, and if 
it, had. not been for these visits, 
hundreds of thousands of families 
would to-day be mourning for the 
flower. of Europe's manhocd. 

“Really, I have no need to” de- 
fend: my visit -to Germany, for what 
was the alternative? — 

“Nothing that we, France or 
Russia.could have done could pos- 
sibly have ‘saved’ Czecho-Slovakia 
from invasion and destruction, and 
even if we had subsequently gone 
to: war to punish Germany, and

“I went to Munich to further the 
policy sometimes called Kuropean 
appeasement.”
